1. I will until my final release, make a report in writing and in person as directed by the Supervising Authority. 

2. I will not use or be in possession of intoxicants or illicit drugs of any land, or visit places where illicit drugs an; unlawfully sold, dispensed 
or used. I understand that I am not allowed to enter or loiter around beer taverns or clubs. 

3. I will not leave the State of Oklahoma without written permission of the Supervising Authority. I will not leave Tulsa County without 
permission of the Supervising Authority. 

4. I will not communicate with persons on Parole or inmates of penal institutions, nor will I associate with persons having a criminal record 
or involved in criminal activity. I understand that it is my responsibility to know whether an associate has a criminal record. 

5 I will allow the Supervising Authority to visit me at my home, place of employment or elsewhere. I will notify the Supervising Authority 
prior to changing residence or employment. 

6. I will carry out all instructions the Supervising Authority may give me, including but not limited to, urinalysis, curfew, and treatment. 

7. I understand it will be a violation of my Probation to own, carry or possess firearms or ammunition of any type or to be in a vehicle where 
firearms are located.

10. I hereby agree to pay the sum of $40.00 per month for the term of my probation to the Department of Corrections to defray the costs of
